Intern atio nal Falls. Minn., Ort. LO.— 
E very settler in a district bounded by 
th e Rainy river and the Iaike of the 
Woods on the north to twenty-five 


miles south and 
from Spooner and 


B audette on the east to W arroad on 
th e west, who is not accounted for is 
dead, according to the m ost conserva­ 
tive inform ation obtainable. 
No one 
now estim ates th e dead at less than 
200 and the estim ates ru n as high as 
the appalling total of 1,000. 
Probably 
th at is m uch too high, but It is cer­ 
tain the dead will reach close to 500. 
All wires are down and not a train ran 
into Rainy River or cam e from there, 
so new inform ation is h ard to obtain 
High winds are reported, however, all 
through the Rainy R iver basin and 
it is feared the wind h a s caught the 
flames again and that w hat was left 
of the old tow n of B audette is now 
gone. 
A special relief train arrived on the 
M innesota and International railroad, 
bearing provisions destined for Rainy 
River and the Bemidji com pany of the 
national guard, which will ta k e charge 
of the distribution of supplies and the 
preservation 
of order. 
The 
burned 
district will be placed un der m artial 
law. 
Mayor John Berg of Internation­ 
al Falls appointed relief com m ittees 
to arran g e fu rth er to c are for nearly 
300 fire refugees now quartered here. 
T h ere are three typhoid fever cases 
am ong them , six men badly burned 
and it seem s th a t every family of set­ 
tlers has from tw o to ten children. 
Almost without exception they are ab­ 
solutely destitute. 
T he women have 
borne up 
under the 
terrible strain 
with 
wonderful 
fortitude 
and 
all 
stories from the lire d istrict are th at 
the women and not the men were the 
heroes. 


R efugees Fled in Panic. 


W hen*th e refugees fled in panic for 
th e freight train th a t bore them from 
Rainy River to this city men crushed 
down w om en and 
children and, in 
spite of th e fact that th e cars were 
choked so that standing room was at 
a prem ium , they insisted on cram m ing 
them selves in. 
Miss Mvra Burt, a 
prom inent young woman of Baudette, 
stationed herself at the door of one 
car and kicked every m an in the face 
w ith her point*, d slice who attem pted 
to board the ear and herself reached 
out and took babies from the arm s of 
m others. 
W hen th e train started th ere were 
five 
babies 
aboard whose 
m others 
w ere left behind. 
T hey 
are 
being 
eared for in the hospital here. 
B audette and Spooner w ere burned 
alm ost 
w ithout 
w arning. 
H alf 
an 
hour 
before 
both 
tow ns 
w ere 
all 
aflame th e fire appeared to be five 
miles aw ay and owing to th e thick 
sm oke little could be seen of it. Then 
th e terrible roar of th e approaching 
flames w as 
heard 
and 
the 
people 
rushed from th eir hom es to the steel 
bridge th a t spans the Rainy river to 
the city of Rainy River. 
T ales of men 
standing neck deep in th e river, hold­ 
ing babes in th eir arm s and clutching 
at the sleeves of m others, with moose, 
deer, tiears, horses 
and 
cattle 
all 
about them , are so com m on th a t they 
pass with little com m ent. 
T he whole 
thing is staggeringly big and the opin­ 
ion here is th at all o th e r forest con­ 
flagrations pale into insignificance in 
com parison with this one. 
It will take 
days to obtain a list of th e dead. Most 
of them are way back in the burned 
district, huddled in root cellars, in the 
ashes of s e ttle rs ’ cabins, in sloughs 
and river beds and in wells.

A well known lu m b erm an here esti­ 
m ate s 
th at the 
value of telephone 
poles, tie tim ber and cordwood on a 
section of land at $60,000. 
As th ere are thirty-six sections in a 
tow nship and an av erag e of about 150 
tow nships in each county, it will be 
seen th at the tire loss through th e 
vicinity will run into m any millions. 
T h e state of M innesota is sparing 
no expense to check the fire. 
T he 
state fire w arden is m ustering every# 
man he can procure, and he is In­ 
structed to use every possible m eans 
at his comm and, reg ardless of cost. 
An appeal was m ad e to th e m ayor of 
th e tow n of Roseau, and he at once 
J sent out deputies who g ath ered fifty 
I fire fighters tog ether and sent them 
hurriedly to Roosevelt, which was in 
such grave danger th a t th e women and 
children were sent here. 
E very man available Is fighting the 
fires in various parts, but because of

E stim ated T h at It W ill Total M illio n s 


of Dollars. 
W arro ad, Minn., Oct. IO.— T he fire 
zone so far as can be ascertained, cov­ 
ers an a e ra of eighty-five m 'les in 
length from the gravel pit spur, west 
*f W arroad, to S tratton, the fourth 
station east of Rainy River. 
In width 
it is about thirty miles, covering all 
te n Ivory betw een Red Lake and the 
I^ake of th e Woods. 
The g reatest fire loss is in th e U nit­ 
ed S tates, in the counties of Rosseau j 
and Beltrav.i, and the point at which 1 
the g reatest loss of property occurred 
are the tow ns of B audette and Spoon­ 
er. which is practically one com m un­ 
ity, being separated only by a narrow 
river. 
T he only o th e r places burned are 
G raceton and P itt, in each cf which 
tow ns th ere .are only a half dozen ,

T he most serious aspect of the m iss­

of whom absolutely nothing can be 
learned for some time, as searching 
parties do not dare p en e trate the still 
sm oking 
forests 
through which the 
cyclone of fire has swept. 
W hile a wind Is sw eeping a sea of 
fire eastw ard on th e south side of the 
Rainy river at a velocity of fifty miles 
an hour the great body of flames has 
passed this section, revealing a calam ­ 
ity th at already reaches the propor­ 
tions 
of

internatio nal 
disaster. 
Sixty blackened corpses 
have been 
found In the path of the flames and a 
vast area is yet to be searched for 
dead, while the 
tow ns of 
Spooner, 
B audette and Pitt have been totally 
destroyed, with a property loss that 
cannot be intelligently calculated at 
present. 
W ith th e exception of the 
destruction of the mills and stock of

L u m ber company, 
Rainy River, following th e course of 
the flames which touched a corner of 
the town, th e principal loss is con­ 
fined to the south side of the river

No tim e will 
be lost in driving them across the fron­ 
tier. 
Several hundred nuns have been 
assem bled and will be deported. C ar­ 
dinal Neto, ex-patriarch of Lisbon, the 
bishop of Beja and other prom inent 
ecclesiastics have 
already

W h at will Chicago do w ith Its street 
sweepings, ashes and other rubbish a 
few years lienee? 
T hat is the question which is puz­ 
zling those who have charge of the dis­ 
position of tho city's waste. 
W ithin 
three years, it is estim ated, every clay 
hole and abandoned quarry in the city 
will be lilied. 
Suitable dum ping places 
are becoming scarce. 
Soon all will 
have been utilized. 
Several plans for the disposition of 
the city's refuse a fte r all holes have 
been filled have been discussed. Among 
them are: 
The burning of ail rubbish and w aste 
m atter. 
The tilling in of excavations or low 
places outside the city limits. 
Construction of an island in Lake 
Michigan. 
Building an island in the lake is an 
idea form ulated by R obert M. C och­ 
rane, acting superintendent of streets. 
Ile deciares th at it could be done easi­ 
ly. 
Bikers island. In the E ast river, op­ 
posite O ne H u nd red and Thirty-eighth 
street, in New York, was built of the 
city's refuse. 
An addition of 173 acres 
is now being made, and when it is com ­ 
pleted it is estim ated that the "m ade 
island” will be w orth $2,<XK),000. 
Mr. 
C ochrane th in ks such an island should 
bt* built in th e lake aud transform ed 
into a park. 
“The problem of disposing of the 
city's refuse is getting to be serious,” 
said Charles I. Smith, assistan t su p er­ 
intendent of streets. 
“Chicago will be 
facing a big problem in a few years. 
I took an autom obile trip around the 
city a few d ay s .ago in a search for 
suitable dum ping grounds, and I found 
that they are very scarce.” 
In tile outlying districts ashes g a th ­ 
ered in tile alleys du ring the w inter 
are used in th e construction of new 
streets. 
Filling of th e low lands in the 
C alum et lake industrial plant district 
may lie considered w hen all clay hole* 
have been utilized.

New York, Oct. IO.— A caso of chol 
era developed in the steerag e of the 
H am burg-A m erican 
liner, 
Moltke, 
which has been detained at quarantine 
as a 
possible cholera c arrier since 
Monday last. 
Dr. A. H. Doty, health 
officer of the port, reported th e case 
with the additional inform ation that 
an o th e r 
cholera 
p atien t 
from 
the 
Moltke is 
aid er tre a tm e n t at Swine- 
bu rne island. 
T his m akes thro e cases 
of cholera which have actually roached 
this port. 
T h e latest victim is Giovanni Falcig 
Ha, thirty-six y ears old, who cam e from 
Naples in the ste e ra g e of the Moltke 
H e is critically ill at S w ineburne Isl 
and, as la the o th er patient, Rudolph 
Sellitch, a coat trim m er, who wa* reg 
istered 
as a "auspicious c a se ” and 
was responsible for the Moltke's de 
tention. 
A ltnough he 
has benn at 
S w ineburne island nearly a week, he 
is figting th e discase and is still alive. 
Falciglia was stricken at noon Sun 
day after a d ru n k en debauch which 
kept the 988 steerage passenger* held 
with him aw ak e until dawn. 
At th* 
close of his carouse he becam e violent 
ly ill and a bacteriological exam ination 
showed his ailm ent to be an undoubt 
ed case of cholera. 
“This case show s all the featuies of 
the germ an la case,” said 
Dr. Doty 
‘ and is undoubtedly of th e kind know n 
as ’ cholera ca rrier.” 
T he Moitke left 
N aples on Sept. 21 and it was about 
seventeen days later that this in in 
becam e ill after his debauch. 
I shall 
rem ove to Hoffman island all th e steer 
age passengers and probably a great 
cr part of tn* crew .” 
T he Moltke arrived here with 319 
cabin passeng ers in addition to nearly 
I,OOH in the steerage. 
The former 
were released a fter careful inspection 
and delay of tw o days. 
Only Sunday 
night 
the 
Fabre 
liner S anta 
Anna 
cam e up to her pier, having been held 
at quarantine since Monday. 
A death 
by cholera occurred during th e voy­ 
age, but no fu rth er cases developed, 
and her release w as granted.

ANCIENT SUBMARINE FOUND. 


Confederate 
Experim ent 
Taken 
by 
Dredger In Mexican Gulf. 
D uring recent dredging operations off 
the coast of New O rleans the hull of 
an ancient sub m arin e w as found. 
The 
craft is about sixteen feet long, five 
feet deep and four feet wide. 
It has 
tw o 
openings, 
the 
larger 
one 
big 
enough to adm it a man, a propeller 
shaft at the narrow end and the re­ 
mains of two lins. T h e propeller blades 
and the motive m achinery have d isap­ 
peared. 
T he subm arine probably dates from 
the tim e of the civil w ar, as the Con­ 
federates are know n to have had tw o 
subm arines. 


G a s Heating Values Studied. 
In B irm ingham , E ngland, particular 
attention Is being paid to the caloric 
or heating value of the gas furnished 
for industrial purposes.

T he city of DJakova, for instance, 
w hich is down for 21,000 inhabitants, 
now appears to have not less th an K0.- 
(XX), and the population of the vilayet 
of Kossowa is more than tw ice as 
g reat as It has been given. 
It m ay be 
taken for certain that T urkey in E u ­ 
rope, instead of 6,OOO,(XX), has really 
IO,CKX),OOO in hab itan ts or m aybe more. 
The difference is easily explained. 
Taking D jakova as an exam ple, the 
corrupt old governors only paid into 
th e imperial treasury th e taxes on 21,* 
(XX) people, tin4 num ber they certified 
as “official,” and they coolly pocketed 
the taxes on 
the rem aining 60,000. 
This sort of g raft w ent on u nd er Ab­ 
dul H am id for years an d incidentally 
explains T u rk ey ’s everlasting financial 
troubles. 
The next O ttom an budget 
m ay be a surprise to the world at 
large. 


CRICKETS CHINA'S “PUGS” 


G ladiators Train on Honey and Fight 
to Death. 


A Chinese diplom at paced In robes of 
lemon colored brocade the board walk 
at Atlantic City. 
“You would be interested to see,” he 
said, “a C hinese cricket fight. It is an 
institution w ith us, like bullfighting in 
Spain or baseball here. T he crickets 
are trained like little Ja ck Johnsons. 
T heir diet Is honey and boiled chest­ 
nuts. W ith prods and shoves they are 
k e p t 
on 
the 
ju m p -e x e r c is e d —long 
hours daily. If they get sick they are 
fell w ith mosquitoes, a great stim u­ 
lants 
“T he cricket pit Is a low tub placed 
on a table. T he crickets are carefully 
weighed in for there are heavy and 
middle and w elter classes—an d they 
are dropped into the ring. T hey rush 
on one ano th er with loud chirrups. 
T hey fight to a finish. Sometim es the 
fight lasts five minutes, som etim es an 
hour. Its end is alw ays the sam e—the 
d ea th of one of the contestants.” 
T he diplom at smiled. 
“Now, if your prizefights,” he said, 
“only ended in that way. then there 
could be no talk of dope, phoney busi­ 
ness and corruption, could there?”

tom bed by an explosion in the S tark e­ 
ville mine of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron com pany at least fifty-two men 
are the o bjects of heroic efforts of 
rescuers w ho worked throughout the 
day trying 
to 
penetrate 
the black 
depths of th e mine in th e hope thai 
the im prisoned m iners m ight be res­ 
cued alive. 
T he presence of black dam p m ade 
the work of the rescuers extrem ely 
hazardous and tim e and again m em ­ 
bers of p arties were overcome. 
T hose superintending the work of 
rescue decided that none should e n ter 
the m ine until a medium of protection 
in the shap e of a portable fan was 
installed an d rescue work was called 
off for the tim e being. 
The fan was 
mounted on an electric m otor car and 
gradually pushed forward, working as 
it went, driving th e gas ahead, and, 
as w as hoped, to an air shaft thou­ 
sands of feet inside the mine, w here 
it m ight escape into the open air. 
T he g re a te st caution possible was 
exercised th a t the motor carrying the 
fan should n ot be advanced too rap­ 
idly and a sudden rush of gas, of kick 
back, overw helm th e men operating 
the machine. 
A ccording to a statem e n t given out 
officially 
by 
the coroner 
th e re are 
known to be in the mine tw enty-eight 
Poles, three Russians, ten Am ericans, 
four Mexicans and one Servian. While 
this list only totals forty-six the cor­ 
oner says th a t he Is positive th at there 
are fifty-two men In the mine.

The Duluth Herald mentions i c 
following difficulties encountered b„. 
contractors in building the Boo line. 
“ The worst difficulty with which 
Dale & Bumgardner of St. Paul, had 
to deal was one on one of the mine 
branch lines of the Cuyuna range 
railroad between Crosby and Cuyuna. 
It was a sink hole between these 
th riv in g towns on Minnesota's great 
new iron 
range. 
The 
contractors 
had built a trestle from which to fill 
when th e grade sunk, ta kin g eighty 
feet of the trestle 
with 
it. 
The 
earth slid out into a lake alongside 
and pushed up in th e form of an 
island. 
“ Several worrnen had a narrow es- 
cape from death or serious injury. 
A train had dumped its load of dirt 
from Hie trestle only three minutes 
before it was carried down. 
It took 
ti lot of earth to fill this sinkhole 
from another ‘restIe which was built. 
Af another sink hole which Dale .V 
B um gardner encountered the grade 
sank straight down for a distance of 
about tw enty feet. 
They would fill 
the hole during the day and during I 
the nig ht the earth would sink about 
six feet. 
In settling the grade also 
wrecked th*- trestle at this point and 
it had to be rebuilt. 
“ Dale & Bumgardner were among 
the largest contractors on the new 
lines and worked four steam shovels. 
They built about two miles just east 
of Aitkin, did all of til*- grading from 
Iron Hub to Crosby, the term in us of 
the Cuyuna Range branch, and to 
Deerwod, about three miles, as well 
as all of the mine branch lines on 
the Cuyuna range divisions.

Mrs. Crane thanked the mayor for 
his words and commenced her address 
by Hinting that she was engaged in a 
six week s campaign in Minnesota for 
sanitation and improved sociological 
conditions. 
S h e had v i s i t e d st. Pet­ 
er and Eveletli and had heard much 
about Brainerd. 
Sin* felt a pleasant 
interest in Brainerd, for at lier borne 
city of Kalamazoo, Mich., resided a 
physician who had formerly prac­ 
ticed in Brainerd, Dr. Walter den 
Blocker, an assistant to Dr. Court­ 
ney. 
“ There tire certain 
problems 
in 
[every city, ’ continued Mrs. Crane. 
“ In a single day I could not inspect 
all things in Brainerd. 
I have not ' 
come uninvited, for I have been sent I 
to this and fifteen other cities of the 
state under the auspices of the State 
Federation of Womens’ Clubs and the 
State Board of Health, so do not 
feel offended if I should say anything 
derogatory about your public insti­ 
tutions or methods. 
I have a duty 
to perform." 
She mentioned the de­ 
pendance of Brainerd on the shops 
of the Northern Pacific railway and 
th a t its employes to a great extent 
owned homes and paid taxes. 
She 
referred to the large iron deposits 
in the vicinity and the possible de­ 
posits of coal which assured for this 
city and county a great commercial 
and industrial 
expansion. 
So 
the 
present time was most propitious to 
talk about sanitation and civic im­ 
provement. 
To each city she was to visit she 
sent a list of loo questions regarding 
sewerage, water supply, etc. 
From 
Brainerd she received an astonishing 
number of “ noes," 
nothing,” 
“ we 
have none," etc. 
In short, Brainerd 


3ent as many, if not more negatives, 
than any other city she had visited. 


She took up first the water situa­ 
tion. 
She condemned the practice of 
jsing river water, 
untreated, 
for 
Jrinking purposes. 
In one typhoid 
’ever epidemic this city, she estimated 
lad lost over 50 lives and entailed a 
noney loss which could not lie esti- 
nated. 
lf our new water supply was 
0 come from a lake then the hanks 
if such a lake must be patrolled and 
tept clear, 
lf wells were driven care 
should he taken th at no surface water 
seeped in or that river 
water 
was 
upped. 
Tile well must pass some 
mpervious stratum which could not* 
ie contaminated, 
it. should he test­ 
'd to see that the supply was ample 
it all seasons. 
If river water was 
ised she recommended tile hypochlor- 
de treatm ent to kill all bacteria. 
1 temporary plant should he installed 
low. 
River water had no chance 
o purify itself in flowing 60 miles 
md in winter, she was informed, 
he river acted simply as a sewer. 
(mall local wells, 25 to 70 feet, may 
ie polluted by outdoor toilet or cess 
>ools. 
She condemned tile practice 
if converting an unused 
well, 
as is 
one in somecities, into a cess pool af­ 
er city water was introduced. Such a 
ractice would contaminate the water 
eins supplying wells 
probably 
a 
aile away. 
In tile schools there wrere no sani- 
ary fountains, only 
faucets. 
She 
unamended the practice iii this city 
f prohibiting the use of Hie colu­ 
mn drinking cup. 
If public drink- 
ug fountains were installed she ad- 
ised the purchase of the sanitary or 
ubbling kind. 
She thought an 18 
ich sewer pipe too large and recom- 
lended a smaller pipe. 
She was not 
ware th a t this sewer pipe is to act 
s a drain pipe to carry heavy rains 
r possible washouts. 
When sewers 
re put in, 
all 
in 
such 
territory 
hould be compelled to connect and 
se them. 
Old outhouses should not 
e used any more. 
She commended Brainerd and Eve- 
»th for passing ordinances requiring 
-at,'■'Alight and fly tight toilets. 
Ty- 
hoid was generated by flies. 
Food 
lid water contaminated by body dis- 
harges cause typhoid. 
It was es- 
intlally a filth disease. 
One of the 
sleet breeding places of flies is the 
inhouse, and the refuse from barns 
■id stables. 
There seemed to be no 
rdiuanco here for tin 
removal of 
n il debris. 
She had found flies in 
fakeries and it,eat markets, because 
carby was st-mela dy*s stable or vu 
nclean alley. 
More men were lost 


in the Cuban war by typhoid than 
by bullets. 
She mentioned food being exposed 
for sale and allowed to be coughed 
on or sneezed over or to be littered 
_______ 
with flies. 
It should not be exposed Mrs. 0. C. Flatner and Roy Rose Ar- 
to the dust of the street. 
"The streets of your 
town 
look 
pretty well and I congratulate you on 
the fairly good condition In which 
they are kept. 
But don’t get the 
craze for hard paving. 
Don’t get 
any more paving than you can pos­ 
sibly keep clean. 
Kansas city has 
miles and miles of unpaved boule­ 
vards which a r e ’ simply rolled and 
oiled." She mentioned how Col. W a r­ 
ing had cleaned New York by en ­ 
listing the aid of the school children. 
There are two kinds of dirt, the 
avoidable and unavoidable, and u n d ­ 
er the avoidable she classed the lit­ 
ter and refuse accumulated by mer­ 
chants, contractors and builders.with 
occasional contributions 
by 
pedes­ 
trians. 
Kalamazoo met this problem by in­ 
stalling rubbish cans and educating 
first the children and then th e gener­ 
al public to throw waste 
into 
the 
cans and avoid littering the streets. 


The following buildings and in­ 
dustries of the city received criti­ 
cism: 
A fiat building with six fam­ 
ilies to the floor and only two toilets 
to the floor. 
Every family 
should 
have a toilet. 
This 
building 
had 
garbage and refuse in its basement 
and there was an asli pile th a t had 
been there five years. 
School buildings should not house 
janitors and their families. 
A deep 
basement is not a place for a family 
to sleep in. 
Condemned a building on Laurel 
street where a typhoid patient was 
sleeping in a room Ave feet below 
the level of the ground and which 
room had windows two feet square. 


There were defective fire escapes 
on the schools and she called a t te n ­ 
tion to the one on the Washington 
building. 
Pupils were ta ught 
fire 
drill with no practice on the fire es­ 
capes. 
“ Your jail I found empty and your 
city lock-up had no one in it. 
This 
is unusual and I congratulate the I 
city on such a showing. 
And at your 
poor farm or aims house'I found but ' 
one inmate. 
The jail cells should 
not be so dark." 
The meat markets 
were 
pretty I 
good, and two of them were models. 
The 
butcher’s 
ordinance 
recently | 
passed was a good thing. 
The slaughter place 
outside 
the 
city was fairly good. 
She suggested i 
the institution of a union abbatolr I 
where killing would be done on a cer­ 
tain day. 
The bakery visited was in fairly I 
good condition, but more attention I 
should be paid the floors, sinks and 
towels. 
It must be remembered she 
‘inspected this place on a busy Sat­ 
urday afternoon just before their reg­ 
ular clean-up. 
\m ong the three dairies visited. 
orc owner was to be commended on 
the improvemen's he was inaugurat­ 
ing t.nd the cleanliness ap p aren s 
She advised a milk inspection ordi­ 
nance, the testing of cows for tuber­ 
culosis and that they should be kept 
as clean as horse*. 


She recommended, 
when 
funds 
were available, 
building 
a county 
hospital to treat tuberculosis as St. 
Louis county had done. There should 
be a medical inspection of schools. 
A visiting nurse could be employed 
to devote her attention to the schools 
and to work concerning cases of tub­ 
erculosis. 
She hoped th a t churches and school 
buildings would be used for public 
purposes seven days in the week. The 
first manual training school of Kal­ 
amazoo was inaugurated in the base­ 
ment of the People’s church. 
She referred to the rural school 
system and said the rural child was 
entitled to as many educational ad­ 
vantages as the child of the city. 


$20 a mon*h was not enough for 
a health officer. 
Eyeleth gave its 
oflicer $200 a month, half from the 
council and half from the schools. 
He devoted his whole time to the bus­ 
iness. 
In conclusion she thanked her aud­ 
ience for its attention. 
Her address 
occupied two hours time 
and 
she 
held the close attention of her list­ 
eners. 
She held an informal recep­ 
tion on the stage and many shook 
hands with her.

Left Rainy River Saturday, Taken 


to Bemidji and Came to 


Brainerd at Noon 


The first refugees of the awful fire 
at Spooner and Baudette arrived in 
this city on the noon Minnesota & 
International train. 
They were Mrs. 
O. C. Flatner, whose husband 
con­ 
ducted a large 
clothing 
store 
at 
Spooner and Roy Rose. 
Mrs. F la t­ 
ner continued on her way to Lake 
Park, and Rose went to Little Falls. 
They had lost all their possessions. 
Rose had no coat. 
Tile lady had a 
satchel she had managed to save. 
They left Rainy River on Saturday 
at four o’clock and were taken to 
International 
Falls 
and 
Bemidji. 
Having a little money they purchased 
tickets from Bemidji south. 
A train loaded with refugees will 
leave International Fails tonight for 
Brainerd, they said. 
They noticed fires along tile Min­ 
nesota and International tracks, es­ 
pecially near Kelliher and Blackduck. 
As to the number of dead they said 
they had seen four at Baudette, one 
at Spooner, five along the Canadian 
Northern tracks and estimated that 
at least IOO homesteaders were lost. 
Mr. Rose when interviewed said: 
“ The fires near Spooner have been 
burning intermittently 
nearly 
all 
summer, but no one thought the town 
would go. 
There are 
heavy 
peat 
beds in the country and they carry 
fire a long time. 
When the flames 
rushed down on us we had very little 
show. 
The town concentrated its at­ 
tention on the Canadian Northern de­ 
pot and the big Shevlin-Mathieu mill. 
Both were saved, but the whole lum­ 
ber yard burned up. 
I was working 
with the superintendent. Knute Nel­ 
son, who is a brother of William Nel­ 
son, of Brainerd. 
He and his family 
are safe, but their home is burned 
up.” 
The militia boys of Bemidji have 
been sent to the burned district. 
A 
car of provisions came to Spooner 
from Bemidji last night. 
The Rat Portage Lumber Co. mill 
burned at Rainy River 
and 
seven 
houses were lost. 
” 1 did n’t save a thing I had, but I 
am glad I am alive and on my way 
home,” said Rose. 
“ The relief com- 
mi‘tees and the Minnesota and In­ 
ternational. and Canadian Northern 
railways are doing all they can for 
the people.”
